How Muskrats Are Trapped.

These are nailed together 
tike an ordinary box trap, the open ends 
being secured by swinging doors of wire 
network, fastened to the upper part of 
both entrances. These doors allow easy 
ingress to the trap, but once in the rat 
cannot get out without opening the door 
by pulling it to him, which secret they 
8<-em very slow to discover. These traps 
are put in the leads running from the 
honses to the water when the tide is at 
low ebb and the rats are out feeding. 
On the return they crawl up the leads, 
push against one of the wire doors of 
the tvap, which jintnediately opens into 
the trap, but they cannot go further, as 
the next door opens toward them. Be- 
fore they can gnaw out the tide makes 
up and they are drowned in the trap. 
By having a number of traps and watch 
ing the tides closely a trapper can cap- 
ture a large number in this wav.—Balti- 
more Sun.

there were three candidates in tho field 
for Governor of Nebraska, Boyd, Dem- 
ocrat; Richards, Republican; aud Pow 
ers, Independent. 
Boyd received a 


plurality of all the votos cast, bat it was 
ascertained that though Boyd's father 
bail como to the United States when his 
soa was a child, he had not perfected 
Ins naturalisation, anil therefore his 
son was not an American citizen. 
Gov- 


ernor Thayev, whose term expired a 
year ago, refused to surrendor the reins 
of government to Boyd, and the comta 
•were invoked to decide the question. 
Judge Maxwell of tho State Supreme 
Court decided in favor of Boyd, but the 
opinion of the majoriiy of the oourt was 
against him. 
Boyd then appealed to 


tbo Supreme Court of the United States, 
and it is reported, though tho opinion 
has not yet bean published, that tho 
coui't of the lust resoit hoa decided in 
Boyd's favor. 


Judge Maxwell of the Slate Supreme 


Court, says ho searched tho records very 
carefully, as his fust impressions wore 
against his finul decision, and he could 
nnly roaoh tho conclusions submitted in 
his written opinion. 


The Nebraska Enabling Act was very 


broad. It was ideutioil in spirit nnd 
scopo with tlie Constitution of 
tho 


United States. The Constitution made 
all bona Cdo rQMilentd of tlie Colonies 
citizens of the United States. 
It stiuply 


nationalized the people of the Thirteen 
Colonies. The Nebra-k.x Enabling Act 
provided that the St'ite of Nebraska 
should enter tlie Union w i t h all tlie priv- 
ileges anil immunities for itself and iesi- 
dents tnat were granted to tho thirteen 
original States, and the residents of Ne- 
braska, when the Territory was admitted, 
became ipso facto c'tizous of the United 
States. 


Judge Maxwell states that the Supremo 


Court of the United States has twice ren- 
dered a decision to that effect, and he 
cannot understand why sach decisions 
are not conclusive. 
Boyd aud his father 


both resided in Nebraska at the timo it 
became a State, and, therefore, under 
the Enabling Act, became citizens of the 
United Slates, without other formality. 


Boyd is so confident that the Supreme 


Court decision will favor him that he ia 
preparing to assume the duties of Gov- 
ernoi, and he has announced his inten- 
tion to immediately 
reinstate those 


whom he appointed to positions a year 
ago and who were summarily removed 
by Thayer, when the State Court de- 
cided that Boyd was not eligible.
